of the Prerogative fince the Revolu- 
on. 

This is enough, at prefent,. to 
few Mr. D’ Anvers’s thorough Ha- 
ted to the Revolution, and compleat 
Knavery in Argument; for, when he

In the Reign of Tiberius, this ex- 
traordinary Perfon was, * Quefor to 
Germanieus 3, which may. be tranflated 
either Secretary at War, or’Paymafer 
of the Armys and he was afterwards 
a Sort of Prime Minjfer, tinder the 
Emperor Claudius. od 

_In the Infancy of his Fortune, he 
‘was. acculed of a notorious Bréach of 
‘Truft, by taking a. Bribe, contrary 
to the Duty of his Office; and being 
conviéted of it, was expell’d the Se- 
“nate, and. banifh’d Italy; but, Tidbe- 


rius did not think this Punifiment E 


fofficient for fo flagitious a- Crime, 
and. therefore order’d him to be ‘con- 
fined in an Jfand. This Severity 
was cenfured for the prefent,, efpeci- 
ally by his orn Friends and. Partifans; 
but it afterwards turn’d to the Honour 
of his Jadges, when Swi/ivs return’d 
to Rome; for, in a fubfequent Reign, 
his Country beheld him,-as + Taci- 
tus obferves in the Height of Power, 
following the fame Arts of Corrup- 
tion, long engrofling. the Favour of 
his Prince, and conftantly abufing it.

This was 
evaded by avother Spirituous Liguer, 
farcaftically call’d Parliament-Brandy. 
The Effe&t of this Archnefs was, 
that the Country was grofly impos’d 
upon, and made to believe that ith 
affected the Price of their Corn; and 
the greatefl Number of the Zealots 
for the prefent AF were thofe who 
were for repealing that Law, affign- 
ing its not being ef¢cfual for their 
Motive. Inftead of this, JI, with 
fome others, thought that the 4 
had fhewed itfelf efzAual, as far as it 
went, which the very Evafon proved, 
and there was nothing wanting to 
make it fully fo, but to extend it. 

To fhew how much Gentlemen and

« ing, liable to be tranfported as ‘a Felon or 
© Felons, thall, for any of the faid Offences, 
© take, or receive the Benefit of the Act, and 
fhall afterwards be guilty of, or commit’ 
any of the faid Offences for which he, the, 
or they is, or are now liable to be tranfpor- 
ted; then all and every fuch Perfon and 
Perfons being duly convicted of, or for any 
of the faid Offences hereafter to be com-~ 
mitted, and upon due Proof made that foch 
Perfon or Perfons had committed any of the 
fame Offences before the Making of the faid: 
' A&t, and had taken or received the Benefit 
thereof for his, her, or their Difcharge, 
fhall be adjudged guilty of Felony, and fhall 
fuffer Death, as in Cafes of Felony, with- 
out Benefit of Clergy.”

Water, he'ftem’d to be 
very well fecured, yet eatly om Suniay 
Merning he was’ mifling. It was faid, that 
as foon as he fouad himfelf fafe .in the 
Sewer, he toré his Waiftcoat in Pieces, 
and tied it about his Legs, to prevent the 
Noife of the Irons: He ftaid in the Sewer 
from Sunday Morning about One o'Clock till 
Eleven o’Clock on Sunday Night, “when he 
got out at the whcover'd Part, the Back-fie 
of Field-lane, tookk Coach in Holborn, aod 
went toa Publick-Houfe in Rofemary-Lam, 
from whence the Officers in ft of him 
were but juft gone as he came in. In fearch- 
ing the Sewers for him, the Bodies of two 
other Prifoners were found, who were of the 
Number of Four, who lately efcaped from 
Newgate, and were fuppofed to be {mother’é. 

WEDNESDAY, 23: 

This Morning about Four o’ Clock two 
Smugglers well mounted and richly laden, were 
ftopp'd on Lendon- Bridge by fome of his Ma- 
jefty’s Officers, who had receiv'd Information 
thereof; but the Runners, unwilling to lof 
fo valuable a Cargo, drew upon their Oppolers, 
and fought fo defperately, that they got clear 
off with all their Booty.

Power.
